Interstnte t'oinmcrce CouimlHslon, 

Washington, Nov. 9. — Tlie interstate 
commerce commission by Chairman 
Cooluy, rendered a decision to-day in the 
case of James 0. Savory • & Co., cs. tliu 
New York Central and 11 uilaoii River rail- 
way and others, dismissing the complaint. 
Tho decision in this cane lias Leon looked 
for with considerable interest throughout 
the Country, as it involved the reception 
of immigrants at Castle Garden, New 
York, and also their transportation to tho 
interior states. Tlie matter of the recep- 
tion of immigrants at. the port of New 
York having been ]nit by the laws of the 
state under the control of a board of com- 
missioners of emigration, and that board 
having made such regulations aa it has 
doomed desirable for the protection of 
emigrants until they are ticketed and put 
on board railroad trains for their respec- 
tive ultimate destinations, and the federal 
government through its legislative 
and executive departments having 
sanctioned the control by the commission- 
ers of emigration, the interstate com- 
merce commission has no authority to 
interfere with their regulations, not 
having tlio authority to interfere directly, 
and Hie central commissioners of emigra- 
tion cannot do so indirectly by prohibiting 
the railway companies from carrying out 
tho arrange. nents made by the commis- 
sioner with them. There is nothing 
illegal or wrongful in a railway company 
making a ruto for immigration as a class, 
and deciding to give the same to others. 
A railway company which transports emi- 
grants in unfit curs >vill be required to 
provide better accommodation, anil to 
ascertain their fitness. Tlio commission 
will make its own inspection. The rates 
complained of in this case as excessive, 
were voluntarily remedied pending the 
proceedings. 

I'rrpnrliig Tor Harrison's ■niitiKuriiltou. 

Wasuinoton, Nov. <J, — Among the 
republican residents of the district the 
arrangements for tho next inauguration 
are already being discussed. It liaa boen 
the custom to organize a committee to 
take charge of the various details, such as 
the decoration of the city, the inaugural 
parade, tho ball, fireworks, the care of 
visitors, etc. To meet the expenses of 
the entire demonstration, the contribu- 
tions of citizens and tho sale of ball tick- 
ets have been in the past the only sources 
of revenue. The amount usually col- 
lected and disbursed for the inauguration 
expenses by the citizens' committee is be- 
tween §25,000 and §30,000. No public 
building being available, it may be neces- 
Biiry to erect »i temporary building for the 
inauguration ball. It would cost about 
f20,000.

Washington, Nov. 9, — Teemer, the 
oarsman, who is to row O'Connor on the 
24th inst., on the Potomac, arrived here 
to-day with Ham in, hia trainer. Teenier 
is in excellent condition. 

Strike of Coal Miners. 

PlTTSBUHQ, Pa., Nov. 9. — Three hun- 
dred minors, who struck at \V. L. .Scott's 
coal works on the Panhandle road yester- 
day, will now bo compelled to seek em- 
ployment elsewhere. It is stated to-day 
that Mr. Scott had decided to close the 
mine for the winter, nnd all unfinished 
orders for coal will be transferred to Scott- 
haven, where the men nro still working 
for 74 cents per ton, It is probable now 
that all river miners will be reduced to 74 
cents per ton on account of Scott's action. 

Suuiir Refinery Shut Down. 

Boston, Nov. 9. — Tho Boston sugar 
refinery at East Boston will shut down 
to-morrow night for an indefinite period. 
At the office of the company it is stated 
that advantage is taken of the present 
.small demand for sugar to temporarily 
close the works for repairs and improve- 
ments that shall increase the present pro- 
duction of tho refinery. On the market it 
is reported the shut-down was ordered by 
l lie trust. 

Kaiiwav Consolidation. 

Boston, Nov. 0.— The Flint & Pere 
.Marquette Railway Company has arrang- 
ed for tho consolidation of its various 
roads in Michigan, to take effect May 10th 
next, for the sake of economizing and 
simplifying the system preparatory to 
building to Detroit. 

Dividend or One Per Cent. 

Boston, Nov. 9.— The C. B. & L. 
directors hold a three-hour session to-day 
and declared a dividend of 1 per cent., 
making 5 per cent, for the year. 

A IHsimil Anniversary. 

New Youk, Nov. !). — The anniversary 
of the hanging of Uiu Chicago Anarchists 
will bo celebrated in this city to-morrow 
night by a parade of Herman federated 
trades and socialist unions and associa- 
tions. After the parade a mooting will bo 
held in Cooper Union at which llerr Mosi 
will preside, and addresses will be made 
by Charles Jonas, editor of the Volks 
ZcitiiiKj, Guatav Schwab and others. 

Kew fork's tmi Hanging. 

NEW Yokk, Nov. f). — Patrick Packen- 
ham, an aged man, who cut his wife's 
throat last April, was to-day convicted of 
tho murder, and will, doubtless, bo sen- 
tenced to be hanged. This will probably 
bo the last execution on the gallows in 
this stale, as capital punishment for mur- 
der after January J st, will bo by electri- 
city.

Another Wlillecltapel Horror. 

.London, Nov. 9. — Another horrible 
murder has taken place in the East, End. 
A woman's body, backed and cut into 
pieces, was found this morning in Dorset), 
street. Tho police are endeavoring to 
track the murderer with bloodhounds, 
The body was mutilated in a manner 
similar to the bodies of the women pre- 
viously murdered. Tho victim was like 
the rest of the Whitechapel victims, an 
abandoned woman. She had a husband 
who was a porter, but she lived with him 
only at times. Her name is believed to 
be Lizzie Fisher, and she was nicknamed 
l *Mary Jane." As she entered the house 
where she lodged by means of a latch key, 
probably no one saw the man who accom- 
panied her, hence it is doubtful if the 
murderer is ever identified. The man 
might easily have left the houso at any 
time between the hours of 1 and I! o'clock 
a. in., without attracting attention. Phy- 
sicians who viewed the corpse reserve their 
statements for the inquest which follows. 
The bloodhounds, which are owned 
by a private citizen, have boon placed on 
tho scout, but they are useless. The ap- 
pearance of the remains was frightful, 
and tho mutilation was even greater than 
the previous cases. The head had been 
severed from the body and placed beneath 
one of the anus. The ears and nose hud 
been cut off. Tho body was disemboweled 
and the flesh had been torn from the 
thighs. The womb and other organs are 
missing. Tho forehead and cheeks had 
been completely skinned, and one hand 
was pushed into the stomach. 

I.«r«l Snllnliury at tiiillilball. 

London, Nov. 9. — Lord Salisbury 
speaking at Guildhall to-night on the oc- 
casion of the Lord Mayor's banquet, said 
that he was prepared to deny that the 
government yielded to its opponents on 
any question of policy. It had never been 
more confident of the advancement of its 
policy, and ho honestly believed that the 
policy could be executed. Tho events in 
America would add more to the history of 
electioneering than to tho history of pol- 
itics (laughter). If there was any com- 
plaint against statesmen at Washington it 
did not involve the two nations, since the 
action of the Washington statesmen had 
apparently been commended by or re- 
ceived tho approval .of the Ameri- 
can people. The government had 
done much, he said, to restore 
the financial equilibrium in Egypt, but 
the surety of the frontier was unachieved. 
Five great powers maintained twelve 
mMlions of armed men. That fact did not 
suggest that England ought to diminish 
her colifidenco in the maintenance of 
peace, but amid such preparations Eng- 
land must not remain unprepared. If 
England's commercial community felt that 
England's power to protect them was 
insufficient, then terror thereat would 
cause greater lo.«s to the country than 
would an expenditure to maintain confi- 
dence. 

Exploration or Grreiilmiil. 

London, Nov. 9. — A vessel which has 
arrived at a port in Norway, reports that 
Nausen, tho explorer, has accomplished 
his perilous journey across Greenland or 
the inland country, and has arrived safely 
at Godthaab on tho west coast of Green- 
land. Tho journey was made on snow 
shoes and was for the purpose of explor- 
ing tho unknown interior of Greenland. 

Tlie lVliitecliu|>el Horror. 

London, Nov. 9. — In tho Commons to- 
night, Mr. Oonybeare, member for Cam- 
borne, asked whether in view of the latest 
Whitechapel murder, Sir Charles Warren 
ought not to bo superseded as chief com- 
missioner of police by a person more 
accustomed to investigate crime. Tho 
Speaker gave tho member notice that the 
qoestion must be submitted in writing. 

Tlie Ma lull 1'npturea n Town. 

London, Nov. 9.— The garrison at Wa- 
dai, according to despatches received to- 
night, with the assistance of tho Egyptian 
garrison in Wost Darfour, repulsed an 
army of 70,000 followers of the Muhdi, 
killing 3,000 of them. Subsequently the 
Mahdists rallied and attacking Wadai 
captured the town. 

Fatal Murine IllmiAtrr. 

London, Nov. 9.— The Cunard steamer 
Nantes came into collision with tho 
German ship Theodore linger off Lizard 
Point to-day. Both vessels sank. Part 
of the Rugor's crew wore saved. The fate 
of the remainder and the entire crew of 
the Nantes is as yet unknown. 

A 11 1 n I to Keep Away. 

London, Nov. 9. — The American friends 
of the King of Wnrtomburg — Jackson. 
Hendry and Woodcock — have been deli- 
cately requested not to return to the com- 
panionship of their royal patron. 

The Commission. 

London, Nov. 9.— Tho Parnoll commis- 
sion to-day continued the iai ing of testi- 
mony without reference to outrages. 

The Liverpool St. Loner. 

London, Nov. 9.— The raco to-day for 
the Liverpool St. Legerwas won by "Tos- 
como." Tho great Lurchior handicap 
was won by "Tisbin." 

A Verdict or Murder. 

Dublin, Nov. 9.— The jury in the cor- 
orner's inquest in tho case of tho aged 
tenant Dunne, who died on tho road at 
Ardee after eviction two weeks ago, ren- 
dered to-day a vordict of murder, upon 
which warrants wero issued for police offi- 
cers Emerson and Dudgeon.

JACK THE KIPPER 

Notifies the Police He Will Commit Additional 
Atrocities To- Day. 

London, Nov. 2.— The city police have 
received a post-card on which tho follow- 
ing was written: 

"Dear Boss: On Saturday night I will 
do two more murders on a man and a boy. 
1 am Jack tho Ripper." 

The police at' Rotherhithe hud a letter 
which was found on Anchor street, Roth- 
erhithe, ut 5:30 on Saturday afternoon, 
handed to them, and it is dated the iL'th, 
and contains the following: 

"I'll bo over hero soon. I'll have you. 
My knife is a sharp one. Jack the Rip- 
per. I am uj) in the city and Bermond- 
sey every day. Good old Leather. Apron." 

Another letter, bearing a Kilburn post 
mark, was written to Mr. Lusk, of tho 
Whitechapel vigilance committee, as fol- 
lows:

FRIGHTFUL HOLOCAUST. 



A Six-Storey Factory at Rochester, 
N. Y„ Burned. 



Between Fifty and Sixty Employees uoseTlieir 
Lives -The Men Become Panic-Stricken ant! 
Leap From the Upper Stories of the Burn- 
ing Building— List of the Demi and Injured 
us Far us Known. 



I Special to The Colonist. | 
RoOHRSTBB, N. Y., Nov. 9.— The Roch- 
ester Steam Guageand Lantern Works has 
boon burned. There wore 80 persons in 
the building, of whom four have been 
taken out dead, 10 seriously injured, 14 
safe, and the remainder unaccounted for, 
so that probably 40 or 50 are dead. 

LATER. 

The most disastrous and fatal fire that 
has happened in this city for many years 
occurred this evening. The loss of lifo is 
between 50 and 00 persons. A general 
alarm was sounded at 7:.'10 o'clock, on 
fire being discovered in the packing 
room of tho Rochester Steam 
Gunge and Lantern Works, an important 
factory employing a large number of men. 
So busy has the factory been lately that 
tho men have been working night and day. 
The building was six stories high. About 
sixty men were working in tho three upper 
floors, and as soon as they found there 
was tire underneath them, they begun to 
leap from tho windows, ignoring the lire 
escapes from the balconies on the south 
side of the building. In these leaps quite 
a number of men were injured, many of 
them so bad that they will probably die. 
By nine o'clock five men hud beon taken 
out dead, sixteen seriously injured, four- 
toon entirely safe, and the rest were un- 
accounted for, of whom quite a number 
are unknown by Dime. Following is

These are known to bo missing, but until 
the books are examined it will bo impos- 
sible to toll who were actually at work. 

The cause of tho firo is a mystery. The 
men wont to work after supper and all 
soemod to be right then. Soon after tho 
watchman, while making his usual rounds, 
discovered flames making their way up 
through the floor. Ho had barely time to 
give an alarm when ho was surrounded by 
llumos, but he succeeded in making the 
danger known to tho men on tho fourth, 
fifth and sixth floors. These at once 
realized their position and made their way 
from the building, but before they all got 
out the structure was a seething mass of 
flames! There was 

NOT THE SLIGHTEST CHANCE OF ESCAPE 

by the usual doors of exit, and the win- 
dows wero at once utilized for tho pur- 
pose. The majority of tho workmen lost 
their heads, and began to jump instead of 
taking tho tiro ladders that were attached 
to the building. It is believed that a 
largo number of men aro buried in the 
ruins, but at present it is impossible to he 
suro of this. All may havo escaped, but. 
tho probabilities are decidedly against it. 
As soon as the ruins are sufficiently cool 
work will begin of searching for the 
bodies. Tho streets wero crowded with 
people during tho progress of the fire, 
anxious for their friends and acquaint- 
ances. Thoy stood through the heavy 
rain which fell constantly during the 
evening.

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DISH ON EST V DEN OUKCBD. 

1 1 is pleasant to soe that thuro aro men 
in the United States who see tho trick 
played upon Lord Sackville in its true 
light and who are not afraid to say what 
they think, Theso men do not wish the 
world t<> conclude that all American poli- 
t iciaiia are tricksters ready to impose up n 
honest and unsuspicious men with whom 
they have dealings. They are indignant, 
too, that party leaders in the republic are so 
unscrupulous as to take advantage of thodis- 
honoriible devices of the lowest and most 
dishonest class of electioneering agents. 
Every phase of tho .Sackville episode tills 
them with disgust and the conduct of both 
Cleveland and Harrison and their respec- 
tive supporters makes them ashamed of 
their countrymen. The feelings and opin- 
ions of these high-minded men have found 
expression ill many American newspapers. 
One of these is the Argonaut, a high class 
weekly published in San Francisco. Com- 
menting upon tho affair the Argonaut in 
a lending article says: — . 

" Nothing but partisan madness 
and political rivalry could influence our 
politicians and political journals to the 
altogether absurd position taken by them 
over the very simple fact that the English 
Minister, by an artful and fraudulent de- 
\ ice, has been entrapped into an expres- 
sion of choice between the two Presiden- 
tial candidates. His offense is that, be- 
lieving that he had been addressed by a 
fellow-countryman, with sympathies for 
the land of his birth, asking his opinion 
and preferences, ho replied in u letter that 
contains no word of censure to any party 
or party leaders, no unkind criticisms of 
any party measure, and no shadow of re- 
flection upon the government to which he 
has been accredited as Minister. The dis- 
creditable fact about the whole business is 
that Lord Sackville has been imposed 
upon by a dishonest letter for the use of 
a sensational country newspaper, and that 
what he wrote in confidence has been 
treacherously exposed for a political pur- 
pose. If tho Democratic or Republican 
parties, the Examiner, Chronicle and 
Bulletin— for both parties and all theso 
journals are in indecent competition over 
the affair — can make anything out of 
it except a vile political trick, 
wo wish thoin joy of their under 
taking. The British Minister has 
not violated the common law of diplo- 
macy; he has Jiof. crossed tho finest lino 
that marks the boundary of tho most 
friendly international intercourse; he has 
not done that which any private gentle- 
man might not do in confidential inter- 
course with a supposed countryman mak- 
ing an honest appeal for advice to govern 
him in the exercise of his elective privi- 
lege. Lord Sackville has simply been im- 
posed upon by some sharp and unscrupul 
otis politician and the only discreditable 
thing about the whole affair is, that 
American could be found vile enough to 
lay such a trap, and a country paper mean 
enough to spring it, and the partisan feel- 
ing of the country bitter enough and un- 
manly enough to make use of it." 

It is refreshing to read so vigorous and, 
at (he same time, so just a denunciation 
of what is mean and dishonest in politics. 
Il is t.i be hoped that there aro very many 
in the United States who aro above the 
tricks and plots of trading politicians and 
that they will, by taking an active part in 
political contests, inako their influence 
felt. 1 1 is bad for a country when men 
can without discredit pursue a course in 
politics which would drive thorn from tho 
Bociety of decent and honorable men wore 
they to attempt to follow it in their or- 
dinary business. "All's fair in politics" 
is a maxim for scoundrels. And the 
country in which a majority of its public 
men net upon it has advanced far on tho 
road to national ruin. 



BRITISH ENTERPRISE. 

An enterprising Englishman rejoicing 
in the not very musical or aristocratic 
name of Wiggins, has opened up the north- 
ern and central parts of Siberia to com- 
merce. Mr. Wiggins was a seafaring man. 
Ho became convinced that it was possible 
to penetrate Siberia by means of the Obi 
and tile Yenisei. The general opinion 
was that tho Kara Sea was not navigable 
but he thought otherwise. He believed 
flint after the summer, had set in and 
theso rivers had poured their warmer 
w iters into that sea it became nav- 
igable for at any rate a short season. Act- 
ing upon this conviction as soon ns ho had 
money enough, ho fitted out a small 
steam yacht which ho called the "Diana," 
and set sail for the Straits of Kara, FTo 
penetrated the Str , and entered first 
tho mouth of tile Obi, then that of the 
Yunisei. This was in 1H74. His voyage 
being merely exploratory ho was satisfied 
with the lesnlts. Two years afterwards 
Mr. Wiggins crossed the Kara Sea in a 
■mall steamer of A hundred tons called the 



"Thamea'Wl steamed a tliousahdmiles up 
the Yenisei. He laid his little ship up 
for the winter, but the haven was ill- 
choBen, for in tho spring, when the ice 
began to move she came to grief . But 
Wiggins was not to bo beaten by an ice 
"shove." He tried again, this timo with a 
500 ton steamer placed at his disposal. 
With this ship he carried a cargo to the 
mouth of the Obi, und w hen ho disposed 
of it ho returned. His success caused a 
company to fit out live steamers for this 
now trade. The voyage was unsuccess- 
ful. The vessels wore unable to reach 
their destination and were wrecked among 
tho ice fields. But Mr, Wiggins' faith in 
his scliomo was not killed by this failure, 
and in 1880 he succeeded in getting to- 
gether a company which was callod the 
Phoenix Merchant Adventurers^ They 
bought an iron steamer of fouJjjiundrod 
tons burden, put a cargo on jo trd, and 
sent Wiggins with her to find lf^way" to 
tho Yenisei. The enterprisingi^oyager 
was successful. Ho navigated ■« . ice- 
covered Kara Sea, entered tho Yenisesi 
and sailed up it sonto two thousand miles. 
When he ceased ascending the river be 
was within a few hundred versts of tho 
Chinese frontier. Tho report of Sir It. 
B. D. Morier, British ambassador to tho 
Court of St, Petersburg, on this enter- 
prise says: "On the 9th of October, 
1887, for the first time, a sea-going steam- 
ship, currying her own cargo, from across 
tho ocean cast anchor and landed her 
goods in the heart of Siberia." The am- 
bassador represented tho case of these Ad- 
venturers to the Russian! I overnment show- 
ing how much they had done to develop the 
trade of the country and what expense 
they were at. These representations were 
duly considered by tho Russian authori- 
ties, and the result, has been that not only 
have the goods they brought into Russia 
by this new Northern route been admitted 
free of duty but the Ambassador hits ob- 
tained for them a live years concession for 
the free entry of certain classes of goods 
up the Yenisei and a similar concession 
of one year for the Obi. So it is to be 
hoped that the pluck, the enterprise and 
the intelligence of Wiggins will be at last, 
rewarded. Siberia which is thus opened 
up from tho north, will before very long ln- 
penetrated by a railroad from tho west. 
A great Russian l'acilic railroad has been 
projected and will before long be com- 
menced. The immense region known as 
Siberia and considered the most dreary 
and inhospitable part of the earth's sur- 
face, will before very long be proved to 
possess immense resources and to be to a 
very great extent an improvable country. 

AN APPRECIATIVE VISITOR. 

British Columbia, and particularly Vic- 
toria, cannot but make a good impression 
on an intelligent stranger. It's mild, and 
at times delightful climate, and its beauti- 
ful scenery, must cause him to look upon it 
as one of the most desirable places to live 
ill that can bo found on the continent. 
The town has its drawbacks certainly, but 
these are all artificial, Nature has treated 
it generously. It's situation is simply de- 
lightful. It ought to be the cleanest and 
the most healthy, as it is the prettiest, 
town in the Dominion of Canada. With an 
intelligeiitnnd energetic civic government, 
Yictoria could bo made a model town. 
It has advantages that few cities possess. 
With taste on the part of its inhabitants 
(and much taste is displayed) und enter- 
prise on the part of its corporation, it 
could be made a most charming place of 
residence. Mr. O'Connor Power, who 
visited Victoria a few months ago, appre- 
ciated its beauties and made an intelligent 
estimate of its capabilities. In a recent 
letter he says: — 

"Victoria possesses many advantages as 
a residential city for those who like a 
quiet life, full of ease and comfort, and 
containing a certain amount of dignity. 
Its population though somewhat English 
in tone, is sufliciently cosmopolitan to be 
agreeable to Americans as well as English- 
men. Each year will add to its popularity 
with the travelling public, and many Cali- 
fornians will continue to spend a portion 
of the year in its balmy air, enjoying not 
merely its beautiful scenery and charm- 
ing society, but that priceless repose and 
restfulness ever produced by an entire 
change such as can alone be obtained by 
occasionally mixing with people of 
different customs and habits and modes of 
life from those one is accustomed to at 
home." 

Again he says: The charm of Victoria 
is its happy situation. It commands 
such glorious views of the mountain 
scenery on tho mainland, and its tropical 
vegetation of (lowers and plants affords a 
pleasing contrast to the snow-capped 
summits glittering on the opposite shores, 
This visitor gives a good report of the 
Island of Vancouver. He says : 

Any one who visits Vancouver Island 
should make a trip over the Island Rail- 
way, which connects Victoria with the 
coal fields of Wellington and Nanaiino, 
which is gradually opening up the rich 
unexplored solitudes and the 



the excess amounted to millions. She 
gavo much away, it is true, but her gifts, 
liberal us they were, did not amount to a 
tithe of what in somo mysterious way 
slipped through her hands.

As with that property so with others, it 
all molted away and at last when Mrs, 
Stewart died she was actually in debt. 
Her property it appears was managed by 
ox-Judgo Henry Hilton; While Mrs. 
Stewart became poorer and poorer Judge 
Hilton became richer and tidier. She 
died in debt; ho lives a millionaire. Such 
is life. 

We see that the newspapers in the East 
are trying to make capital out of Mr. 
Blake's accepting a retainer from the 
Canadian I'neiiie Railway Company. The 
editors of many of tho newspapers, both 
Conservative and Liberal, think it incon- 
sistent for tho late leader of tho Opposi- 
tion to exercise his talents as a lawyer in 
the service of the Company. Where does 
the inconsistency come in ? The policy of 
the Government in building the road is 
not in question. In fact, the question to 
be decided is not one of politics at all. It 
is purely commercial and legal in its na- 
ture. The Government have made a bar- 
gain with the 0. P. R. respecting the 
construction of the British Columbia 
section of the road. The Company con- 
tends that tho Government have failed to 
fulfil the conditions of their bargain. The 
matter in dispute has been left to arbitra- 
t rat ion. What is there to hinder Mr, 
Blake giving the Company the benefit of 
his legal skill and knowledge in this mat- 
ter of contract ( The questions to be sub- 
mitted to the arbitrators have not tho 
most remote connection with the questions 
discussed by Mr. Blake in bis place in the 
House of Commons. We aro not much 
concerned about Mr. Blake's reputation, 
either as a politician or a lawyer. Fie is, 
indeed, well able to defend his acts ill 
either capacity. But fair play is a jewel. 
And it is not fair to sneer at Mr. Blake 
for doing what an) - man in his profession, 
no matter what his politics aro, would be 
glad to do if be had the chance.

On 
Tuesday night the store of M. A. McRae 
on Columbia street, was burglarized, a 
quantity of cloth being carried off. On Wed- 
nesday night the store of the Royal City 
Planing mills was feloniously entered and 
a good haul was made, the thieves getting 
away with groceries, tobacco, etc., to tho 
value of several hundred dollars. The 
Columbian says: "All these occurrences 
tend to show that a large aud well organ- 
ized band of robbers and cut-throats are 
now operating in the city. While the 
want of a sufficient police protection exists, 
citizens should go provided to defend their 
lives and property against the organiza- 
tion which, it is feared, has not yofi com- 
pleted its work."

Upon her arrival at Esquimalt, tho re- 
mains will bo received by tho Roman 
Catholic clergy and members of the con- 
gregation, and quietly convoyed to the 
Episcopal Palace on Yates street, where 
tho body will be kept until the funeral 
arrangements are complete. Invitations 
have been sent by telegraph to Archbishop 
Gross, of Oregon, Bishop .lunger, Bishop 
Olorieu.x and Bishop Durein, and all the 
priests of the diocese, to attend the 
funeral. Bishop Brondel, of Montana, 
who is already in the city, will preach the 
funeral oration at the obsequies; of the 
deceased prelate. Tho funeral services 
will ho held in tho pro-Cathedral, and will 
be of a most impressive character. Final 
arrangements for tho funeral, and the date 
thereof, will bo decided by Bishop Lein- 
meii8 to-day, and due announcement will 
be made in tho pro-Cathod 1 to-morrow 
morning. 

SUPREME COURT. 

(Before the Chief Justice and a Jury,) 
Prevost tut. Smith — Plaint ill' represent- 
ing the heirs of Wm. Stirling, deceased, 
claimed to be entitled to a house and a 
portion of a lot on Blears street occupied 
by Stirling at the time of his death. The 
defendant, W. H. Smith, stated that the 
property was given Stirling to be used 
during his life only, no transfer had been 
given by .Smith to Stirling. Witnesses 
for plaintiff were John Kurtz, Frank 
Pago, Robt. Tonniuit and VV. Humphrey. 
M. W. T. Drake and Charles Wilson 
for plaintiff; J. R. Rett for defendant. 
Judgment was reserved for further 
argument on part of plaintiff and defen- 
dant.

RIGHTS OK FOREIGNERS IN 
CHINA. 



The characters Kong Tso, in the Chi- 
nese text of our treaty with that nation, 
have been the subject of much learned and 
exhaustive correspondence between several 
legations, and the Tsutlg li ya men or 
foreign ollico at Peking. The subject is 
one which, examined by the light of a 
recent despatch of the Prime Minister Li 
Chung Tang to ;i Chinese official at Shang- 
hai, is pregnant with vital and overpow er- 
ing importance to our people there, the 
rebound of which will surely affect our 
interests here in a marked and profitable 
degree. To one conversant with the 
power, ami value of Chinese symbols, as 
covering their English equivalents, one 
cannot but feel impressed with the belief 
that we have here again to contend against 
the astute diplomatic while of an Asiatic 
statesman in an endeavor to wrest from 
us the treaty right to manufacture. The 
petition of the Chinese merchants, and its 
refusal, appears but a transparent cover 
under which the viceroy hurls a shaft 
at our commercial interests at Shanghai. 
Tho scheme fell, which ruined tho 
silk filitures works of an American firm, 
in arresting tho compradore for supposed 
dealings with Taiping rebels of twenty 
odd years back, could not well be repeat- 
ed with an English firm, but the principle 
is there all the same, us wo read, that the 
clients of ail English linn have been 
frightened off. In the despatch His Ex- 
cellency Li Chung Tang proceeds to ob- 
serve "that tho rule, as regards foreign 
merchants, is, that they cannot manufac- 
ture Chinese produce in Chinese ports, or 
convert it by industrial processes' into a 
different nature of goods. It matters not, 
when or who, this rule cannot bo sot 
aside in favor of any foreigner, nor can 
any foreigner be allowed, by establishing 
a manufactory for weaving cotton, to on- 
croaoh on .the rights of the natives of 
China, and to take the bread out of the 
mouths of tho Ohinesa The Taotai is 
therefore instructed to maintain the native 
rights with energy and decision in order 
that these enterprises may bo put an end 
to." 

Should England concede the point, the 
outcome in the future may be fprseeii in 
increased enterprises in our province, 
making it tho centre of manufacturing 
concerns. Messrs. Hall & Ross, of our 
city, send beyond China for tho raw 
material which they convert into n differ- 
ent clasH of goods. This profitable nieii- 
sure is one so lucrative that our capitalists 
will ere long see in India and China 
markets for their raw material and 
manufactured material, Should thoy not 
see this thoy may depend upon it that 
China merchants will take advantage of 
their proximity to China to avail of their 
skilled labor, their machinery and other 
appliances in the manufacture from the 
raw material felts, camel's wool, refiiHo 
and sillc filit.uros. 0, K. Mooitu.

Anglo Israel Association" (kindly lent by 
tho Council), 14 King William street, 
Charing Cross, London, England, Mr. S. 
Smith, of the linn of Smith A: Sons, 13 
Queen Elizabeth street, Eaton Square, 
Pinilico, in the chair. 

With a view of helping a desirable class 
to emigrate, it was resolved to establish a

I kind assistance in supplying me with a 
very able guide in the person of Mr. 

I West Huson, explored Vancouver and the 
adjacent islands. 

I have, on behalf of my committee, 
selected Malcolm Island, also a belt of 
land on Vancouver Island described as 
follows: Commencing at a point on tho 
eastern boundary of Indian reserve at the 
mouth of Nimkish river, at its intersec- 
tion with the shore lino of Broughton 
Strait; thence due south one mile; thence 
due oast two and one-half miles; thence 
duo north to the shore lino of Broughton 
Strait; thence following the shore line in 
a westerly direction to the point of com- 
mencement. Also to put a wing dam in 
the Nimkish river to tap the lakes above 
to bring the water from the same tu the 
beach for manufacturing and other pur- 
poses. 

My application is that Your Honor 
should make a reservation forthwith of 
the above named lands for one year with 
the view for the further development of 
our plans and to allow the necessary t iinu 
for Your Honor to bring my application 
befor the House next session. That your 
Honor will ask tho provincial parliament 
to make a further reservation of the be- 
fore mentioned lands for seven years, and 
in consideration of the house assontiug 
thereto my committee will undertake to 
agree to erect and furnish for each of its 
members a house upon thu reserved land, 
such bouse not to be of less than L'O feet 
frontage by 24 ft- deep, and that each 
house shall be detached, and that no house 
shall be of leas value than live hundred 
dollars. 

That as soon us the house or houses 
are built aud occupied, the occupier (who 
shall be either the head of a family, widow, 
or single man over the ago of oightuen), 
shall bo entitled to a free grant of land of 
one hundred acres within the reservation. 

That a certificate signed by your honor's 
commissioner, or a justice of the peace, 
stating that ho has taken the evidence of 
the occupier and two witnesses that the 
house has been erected and that the appli 
cant is the occupier, and that the house is 01 
thevalueof five hundred dollars shall bosuf 
ticiont evidenceandthe applicantproduoing 
such certificate shall receive the deed f 
the one hundred uores according to fonn 
7, see. 20, chap. 10, Vic. 47, of 1884 

In tho event of there not being sufficient 
free grants of land to include all that has 
boon reserved, within tho time of reserva 
tion my committee to still have the right 
to any lam Is that may be unrecorded or uu 
occupied upon the same terms as the re 
served land was granted. 

That when grants of land shall include 
all that has boon reserved that the govern- 
ment will still continue to make free 
grants upon the same conditions as the ro 
served land to the amount of seven thous- 
and free grants of one hundred acres 
each. 

That each member to bo exempt fr.un 
all tuxes for t wo years, the date to c in 
nionce from the t ime he occupies the house 
built for him. 

II is proposed that, as booh as (here mo 
thirty houses erected mid occupied fl at 
the occupants will apply for. a charter of 
municipality. A olauuu will bo niauilod 



preventing tho manufacture or sulo of any 
intoxicating drinks within tho municipal- 
ity. 

It is tho intention of our members to 
develop the municipality upon Christian 
Temperance Co-operative Commonwealth 
principles. From this it will bo under- 
stood that wo intend introducing into tho 
province a desirable class of colonists. 

In tho evont of this application being 
gran tod wo propose waiting upon Sir John 
Macdonold for assistance and also Lord 
Salisbury. We shall also raiso subscrip- 
tions from tho Christian temperance pub- 
lic to moot tho necessary expensoa. The 
committee who are promoting the colon- 
ization schomo are doing so gratuitously.
